5. Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 1 1/1/2010, with respect to Claims 
3 and 8-1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 3 
and 8-1 1 has been withdrawn, and Claim 12 is canceled herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3 and 8-1 1 allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the patrol search order as 
specified in the claims, wherein the mail server, update computer terminal, home page 
database, and schedule database are searched in the specified order and 
interconnected as specified elsewhere in the claim language. Examiner notes that while 
the prior art of record does disclose variable patrol search orders usable automatically 
update a web page, the claimed patrol search order is not considered to be trivial, as 
each of the searched update repositories and their functional interactions within the 
system are well specified by the claim language and not found to be obviously 
combinable within the teachings of the prior art.
